SOCIALIZATION 
OF FRENCH RAIL 
LINES PLANNED 


Council’s Control to Be 
Absolute. 


PARIS, May 6.—The strike of rall- 
way men, which has now extended 
to the miners and dockers and to the 
metal workers in the Paris district, 
with the threat of a possible general 
Strike, has caused the government to 


hasten its promised plan of reorganiza- 


tion of the railways as forecast in the 
chamber of deputies on Feb. 24 last. 

It is considered that this plan, giving 
control of the transportation systems 
to a committee representing all inter- 
ests, will furnish the probable basis for 
a settlement of the strike, which is a 
continuation of the May day demon- 
stration with nationalization of the 
railways as its chief object. 

Couneil to Control Roads. 

Unofficial details of the government's 
project show that it provides for a 
controlling council composed of dele- 
gates representing the technical and 
administrative personne] of the rail- 
ways, the workmen, chambers of com- 
merce, pafliament, and the govern- 
ment. | 
_ Under the plan this council would 
have authority to order improvement 
and, if necessary, have the work done 
at the expense of the companies. 

The council's control would convey 
operation of the roads and unification 
of operating methods, such as time ta- 
bles and standardization of rolling 
stock and signals, and in genera! its 
authority would be absolute. 

Pay for Work Actually Done. 

Theoreticaly the companies would 
retain and operate their properties, but 
they would merely be managers. One 
of the mast striking ideas is that of 
compensation, which under the scheme 
would be based upon the mileage of 
cars and tons moved by the roads 


sso that their interests would be mar- 


kedly in the direction of full efficiency 
of equipment and rapid movement of 
freight. 

Money for financing improvements 
is expected to be found through the 
government’s guarantee of railway 
bonds. | 

Conference Is Planned. 

Yves Le Trocquer, minister of public 
works, when asked today concerning 
the proposed reorganization bill serv- 
ing as a base of compromise with the 
General Federation of Labor, said he 
had requested the leaders of the fed- 
eration to confer with him previous 
to presentation of the bill in the cham- 
bers on May 17, as promised by 
Premier Millerand. 

The leaders had not responded, he 
declared, and he would not consult 
them again. 

There is a possibility that the meas- 
ure will prove unacceptable to the Gen- 
eral Federation of Labor, which is di- 
recting the strike of the railwaymen, 
miners, and dockers. 

Reform Urged by Labor. 
After the first heat of labor’s nation- 


alization demand had passed the Gen- | 


eral federation issued a statement in 
which, instead of insisting upon imme- 
diate control of transportation by 
either the public or working personnel, 
as some of the newspapers construed 
the labor program, it was said by the 
federation: 


“Tt is not a question of obtaining | 


automatic and spontaneous transfor- 
mation of the complicated workings 
of the transportation and mining sys- 
tems. We wish, however, that former 
guarantees be given for a complete 
transformation of an economic system 
that cannot but aggravate the existing 
social unrest.”

MURDER GUILT 
FIXED ON GIRL 
AT THIRD TRIAL 


St. Louis, Mo., May 6.—Ursula Brod-. 
erick, 16, who killed her stepfather, 
Joseph F. Woodlock, in their home 
here April 14, 1919, was found guilty 
of murder ifi the second degree by a 
jury in Juvenile court here tonight, 
and her punishment fixed at ten years 
in the Missouri penitentiary. 

The defendant, charged with first de- 
gree murder, was said to be the young- 
est girl who ever faced this charge in 
a Missouri court. 

It was the third time that the girl 
was tried for killing Woodlock, whom 
she shot to death. A continuance was 
ordered at the first trial on account of 
an error in the court’s instructions to 
the jury. The second hearing resulted 
in a mistrial. 

Ursula took the stand in her own 
behalf today and reiterated her former 
testimony she killed Woodlock to pro- 
tect her honor. The state contended 
that Woodlock was killed as the result 
of a plot between the girl and her 
mother, Mrs. Lillian. Woodlock, and 
that he was shot while asleep. 

In 1916 Ursula shot and killed her

exonerated by a coroner’s jury when

College Head Rebukes 
Physicians’ Claim. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 6.—Declaring 
that a dozen good motives will not 
justify an evil act, the Rev. Herbert 
C. Noonan, president of Marquette uni- 
versity, branded as direct murder the 
killing of an infant to save its mother’s 
life, or the killing of the mother to 
save the child’s life. 

He reasserted his position on the 
question brought up by the resigna- 
tion of five members of the teaching 
staff of the medical school, who dis- 


agreed with the university’s policies.

clared. 
Ethical, Not Religious Question. 

Father Noonan denied that the dis. 
puted question was a religious one, but 
said that it was based on ethical stand- 
ards alone. 

“It has been stated by men who 
are not friendly to the school that 
the university is now assuming powers 
that were turned over to the board of 
trustees of the medical school,” Father 
Noonan said. 

“Printed copies of the articles of 
association, which were in the hands of 
all the campaign workers at the time, 
made it clear that the university au- 
thorities, and they alone, have duty 
and right to settle ethical questions 
and to fix moral standards. 

Forbidden by Moral Law. 

“The university authorities have al- 
ways taught that the lives of both 
mother and child are sacred. It was 
never asserted that the baby’s life 
comes first. The moral law forbids a 
physician to sacrifice a mother’s life 
to save a child’s, or a baby’s life to 
save that of the mother. He cannot 
destroy either life without violating 
the divine commandment. 

“If a physician kills a child to save 
its mother, he acts in accordance with 
the false principle of ‘the end justi- 
files the means.’ He substitutes expe 
diency for morality -and adopts that 
utilitarian .standard of morals which 
precipitated the world war.” 

The five physicians who resigned 
from the Marquette Medical school 
faculty are Drs. Louis Warfield, 
Charles H. Stoddard, A. J. Patek, C. H. 
Davis, and J. D. Madison. 

Several of the physicians announced 
that their resignation was due to a 
difference of opinion on “the univer- 
sity’s theory that the life of the infant 
must be saved before that of the 
mother.”

MEXICO CITY 


Report of Carranza 
Flight Denied. 


BULLETIN. 

El Paso, Tex., May 6.—Military 
headquarters at Juarez tonight de- 
nied a story appearing in a local 
Mexican newspaper which stated 
that the headquarters had received 
a telegram announcing that Presi- 
dent Carranza had left Mexico City 
for Vera Cruz today. 


Washington, D. C., May 6.—lIn spite 
of a proclamation issued by President 
“arranza yesterday at Mexico City in 
which he declared he would not relin- 
quish power until the revolutionists 
had been defeated rebel agents here to- 
night announced receipt of a telegram 
saying the president of the municipal- 
ity was organizing a civilian guard 
“for the purpose of protecting the city 
in the pte Ye its evacuation.” 

The, info ation, the agents said, 
was construed by them to mean that 
Carranza had determined to abandon 
the capital, since the organization of 
such a force probably would not-be un- 
dertaken without his conseat and cer- 
tainly not without his knowledge. 

A report received here from El Paso 
quoted a telegram received there as 
conveying the information that Cacran- 
za was scheduled to leave Mexico City 
for Vera Crug sometime today. 

Reports received earlier in the day 
indicated that Carranza was concen- 
trating loya] troops sufficiently strong 
to enable him to transfer his seat of 
government. 

Revolutionary agents here agreed it 
would be possible for Carranza to util- 
ize a comparatively small force of loy- 
al troops for a stand somewhere out- 
side the capital, but military observers 
asserted his position would then be no 
stronger than that of Villa, or any 
other leader conducting independent 
operations. 

Carranza Seeks Compromise. 

El Paso, Tex., May 6—In a last 
desperate effort to stave off possi- 
ble obliteration the Mex- 
ican horizon, Carranza sought a com- 
promise with the revolutionary forces, 
according to st&tements issued today 
by T. R. Beltran, commercial agent 
for the liberal constitutional party 
here. 

President Carranza was reported as 
having held conferences with Robles 
Dominguez, a leader of the opposition, 
in an effort to reconcile the revolution- 
ists, but is said to have failed. 

Don’t Want Villa Aid. 

The Sonora revolutionists will not 
in any circumstances accept the co- 
operation of Francisco Villa nor give 
him even the consideration of a con- 
ference, according to a statement made 
at Agua Prieta today by Gen. P. Elias 
Calles, commander in chief of the rebel 
forces, according to a message received 
here. 

There is no doubt that Villa would 
like to join the movement, although 
he would add little to the movement, 
since his force is badly depleted and 
he has lost his power after a series of 
defeats in the last three campaigns.

Mexico City, May 6.—President 
Carranza yesterday issued to the na- 
tion a manifesto containing 6,000 
words, in which he says: 

“The delicate eituation, both mili- 
tary and political, through which the 
country is passing, demands a frank 
explanation of its causes and of the 
motives underlying the executive's de- 
termination to meet the emergency. 

“T address you in the character of 
president of the republic, which posi- 
tion obliges me to guarantee the en- 
forcement of law and order. 

“I also speak in my character of 
chief of the constitutional party, which 
brought the former revolution to a 
successful conclusion and invested me 
with the responsibility of maintaining 
the princtples for which we have 
fought during ten years.” 


Compares Obregon with Huerta. 

The manifesto proceeds to describe 
the history of the revolution, and draws 
parallels between the Huerta and the 
Obregon-Gonzales revolts. It then con- 
tinues: 

“JI make known with entire frank- 
ness that, in order that the government 
of the country may not fall into the 
hands of any of the present military 
leaders, who would continue to cause 
bloodshed by disputes among them- 
selves, I declare positively that I will

Hospital Records Halt 
Search by Police. 


New York, May 6.—-[Special.}]—The 
hunt for assets in the Arnstein, Sulli- 
van & Co. bankruptcy proceedings has 
received a setback through the. dis- 
covery that Mortimer Bernstein, 
sought by the police in connection with 
the disposal of upward of $2,000,000 in 
stolen securities, died three weeks ago. 

Bernstein, who was mor®@ familiarly 
known to habitues or the white light 
district as “Morty Burns,” {fs believed 
to be the “Stein” in Joseph Gluck’s 
story of “ Nick” Cohen’s visit to the 
Post-Graduate hospital. Gluck said 
Cohen delivered to this tient about

few days before. Gluck could not re- 
call the name beyond the fact that 
it ended in “stein.” Bernstein died 
in the Post-Graduate hospital. 

Arnstein Not “Master Mind.” | 

The revelation that Bernstein played 
a prominent part in the disposal of the 
$2,500,000 worth of stolen securities 
convinced detectives working on the 
case that “ Nicky” Arnstein, after all, 
was not the “master mind” in the 
theft conspiracies. They now believe 
that Arnstein was merely a collector of 
the stolen securities from dishonest 
messengers and that up to the time 
he met David W. Sullivan in October 
last he turned all of the stolen securt- 
ties that came into possession over to 
Bernstein or some other member of the 
old Gondorf band of “ wire tappers.” 

This belief was strengthened by the 
fact that Charles, (Plunkey) Drukker 
and “ Eddie” Winkler, two leaders of 
the old Gondorf band, who fled from 
the city soon after the hunt for 
“ Nicky” Arnstein and “ Nick” Cohen 
begun, were intimates of Bernstein.

SENATOR KNOX ON PEACE. 

Senator Knox did not mince words in his ar- 
raignment of the president's obstruction of a dec- 
laration of peace. We think he will have, at least 
on this issue, the support of a growing majority 
of the American people. As perhaps the most dis- 
tinguished international lawyer in the senate, his 
assertion that “there was no excuse whatsoever 
for greatly prolonging the war beyond the signing 
of the armistice” will carry especial weight, and 
not only Republicans but a considerable number 
of disgusted Democrats will agree with him that 
“the only explanation for so doing was the delib 
erate aim to retain all those autocratic, compulsory 
powers with which the executive had been endowed 
for the prosecution of the war, in order that they 
might be used for other purposes.” 

Certainly the points made by Democratic Chair- 
man Cummings, after his consultation with the 
White House, make no respectable case against 
the resolution and must leave even the adherents 
of Mr. Wilson at a: loss to justify his attitude 
‘oward peace. 3 

In any case, what the public sees clearly enough 
iS that whereas we are not waging war we are 
in a position which embarrasses us fn our relations 
with Europe and which prevents us in some meas- 
ure from freely dealing either with the situation 
abroad or the complicated conditiong at home. 

If the president were to submit his attitude on 
peace to a solemn referendum of the people he 
would find little support for it. With England, 
france, and Italy at peace there is no reason why 
we should wait longer. In fact, Senator Knox 
asserts that in law as in fact we are at peace in- 
ternationally and require only the formal declaraa 
tion of the statue to clear away the legal conse- 
quences of the condition of war. 

That congress, having the sole power under the 
constitution to declare war, must have the corre- 
sponding power to declare peace, seems not only 
logical but logically inevitable. There is no rea- 
son we know of to doubt that the framers of the 
constitution so intended, and this is what Senator 
Knox holds. 

' As for the covenant, Senator Knox is an “ irrec- 
oncilable"” and inasmuch as there is little likeli- 
hood of ratification of the treaty, the alternative

“This arrangement,” he said, “should be as 
complete, comprehensive, and compelling as shall 
be consistent with human rights and human lib- 
erty, with the progress of civilization, with the 

_ preservation and fostering of free institutions, and 
with the inherent right of every people to be se- 
cure, to enjoy peace, and to work out unhampered 
its own destiny, subject only to like equal rights 
of all other peoples.” 

‘This, in fact, is to return to the line of evolu- 
tien and the ideas of international development 
followed by us prior to Mr. Wilson’s indorsement 
of the league of nations idea and his adoption of 
the scheme presented by the British commission- 

ers at Paris. 

| Its adoption in place of the dubious league plan 
would certainly not be inconsistent with Ameri- 
can policy of the past, and it would avoid the dan- 
gers of a complicated commitment to European 
politics which seems inherent in the covenant 

scheme. 

We believe Senator Knox’s leadership in this 
debate has marked him as a man in whom the 
supreme control of our foreign relations might 
well be intrusted.

A FOOD PANIC. 

The Michigan crop report for April is a warning 
to the nation. Correspondents from fifty-one town- 
ships report the farm labor supply as 80 per cent 
mot last year’s and 60 per cent of normal, even 
with farm wages at unprecedented heights. These 
correspondents Geal with facts. They assert that 
hundreds of farmers have given up hope of har- 
vesting full crops and are preparing to plant only 
what they can handle alone; that many will raise 
@mough only to support their families; that others 
are practically abandoning their farms for the 
season and taking jobs in town because they can. 
not farm profitably in present circumstances, 

This situation is not confined to Michigan. It 
is, to a greater or less extent, nation-wide. Even 
with mormal! labor the forecast for crops is bad. 
A late spring and other handicaps are cited. These 
asenot be oyercome, but they can be minimized 
by sufficient properly applied labor.

KEEPING THE CRIME ISSUE 


CLEAR. 

Judge W. N. Gemmill bases an assertion that 
crime is decreasing in Chicago upon figures show- 
ing that the total numbér of arrests in the city to- 
day is no greater than the number thirty years ago 
when the city was less than half its present size. 

We do not wish to engage in a controversy 
with Judge Gemmill, but we believe such statistics 
in themselves are misleading and dangerous. The 
great majority of arrests are for petty offenses. 
In the matter of safety to life and property, these 
cases, although listed as “crimes,” mean nothing. 
Disorderly conduct cases have fallen off greatly, 
but felony cases show no such decrease. 

Against the judge's assertion that there has been 
a 25 per cent decrease in felony cases in the {first 
four months of 1920, we have the records of the 
Chicago crime commission showing 1,375 burglaries 
in the first three months of this year, compared 
to 1,318 in the first three months of last year. 

The decrease in petty offenses should not be al- 
lowed to serve as a cloak for increase in more 
serious'crimes. Only by keeping the facts clearly 
before the public and insisting that the authorities 
deal effectively with felonies can we hope for im- 
provement. 


AVIATION AND DEFENSE.

& successful civilian engineer and constructor and 
fellow townsman of Mr. Baker. 

Mr. Crowell had experience in munitions supply 
as member of the munitions board, and later as 
assistant secretary of war his experience broad- 
ened. In this field we should listen to his opinions 
with respect, but as a general theorist on war we 
believe he is not well equipped. 

Also, Maj. Crowell saw no service at the front. 
This was not to his discredit, as he was past mill- 
tary age for the civilian soldier, but it deprives his 
views on the fighting arms of considerable weight. 
Maj. Crowell was not a flyer, had no experience 
in aviation—in fact, occupied a desk 3,000 miles 
away from the front. His views on the possibilities 


| of the airplane in warfare are based at best upon 


what flying men told the desk men who told Maj. 
Crowell. We would rather get our ideas as to the 
possibilities and limitations of aviation from the 
men who flew the machines and the men over 
which they flew —that is, from airmen, and artil- 
lery men, and infantry men. 

Lazy minded civilians are always looking for a 
military cure-all—a marvelous gas which will abol- 
ish the enemy in one wave, a gun that will out- 
range all other guns and can be operated by a 
child, an airship that is indestructible, a subma- 
rine that will destroy navies and make war im- 
possible. 

But military history proves and military students 
know that there is a law of compensation in war 
as elsewhere, that invention counterbalances in- 
vention in the long run, that a new offensive is 
soon met by a new defensive, and vice versa, and 
that war which engages all the resources of men 
and civilization cannot be reduced to one device. 

Tue TRIBUNE urges the greatest development of 
aviatton in this country both for peace and war. 
But the country should not be encouraged to de- 
ceive itself into thinking that one branch of the 
many-sided activity of war can give us immunity 
from attack or assurance of victory. 


RAISING THE BOND LIMIT. 

Oscar Hewitt reports that nearly every delegate 
to the constitutional convention believes the bond- 
ing power of cities for general corporate purposes 
should be raised. He says there is every indica- 
tion that the convention will permit an increase 
in the limit of Chicago’s bonding powers from 
$82,658,568 to $352,399,761. 3 | 

That is indeed raising the limit. Before it is 
accomplished we might well look into the purposes 
of such a move. The chief one seems to be to 
make funds available for the purchase of public 
utilities. Advocates of municipal ownership long 
have fretted under the inability of the city to pro 
vide for the purchase of the street car lines. So far 
as we can learn their influence has been stronger 
than any other in the plan to quadruple the city’s 
bonding power. 

If the chief purpose of raising the bonding limit 
is to buy public utilities and give politicians a new 
field of revenue and exploitation, with a new grip 
on the taxpayer, TH® TRIBUNE sees little but 
danger init. Advocates of the measure may argue 


that the public doesn’t have to vote the bond) 
issues just because they are legal, but with so 


many millions to spend as a prize much shrewd 


and deceptive propaganda will be developed to con- 


fuse the voter and bring about the issuance of 
bonds which can be ill afforded. 
On the other hand, there is no question that 


Chicago’s bonding limit is far below the average 
of large cities. It is likely to work to the disad- 


vantage of the city in future improvements sage | 


growth. 

It seems that a happy medium might be reached 
in the proposed extension of bonding power. It 
should be an increase which will be fair to the tax- 
payer and fair to the future of the city, but pro- 
viding no new political plums at the e<rense of 


either.

John H. Rauch, to the contrary notwith- 
standing. The only objection to the 
presence of a cemetery within a city is 
the space it occupies and the lack of 
harmony in its setting. 

Intrinsically, cremation is less disturb- 
ing to the sensibilities as a method of 
destruction than is the slow process of 
decay, even though we accept the state- 
ment of Fabre that worms and insects 
play no part in the destruction of bodies 
buried deeply in the ground. 


There is nothing to be said against 
cremation except that it may be used 
to destroy evidence of crime and that, 
being contrary to custom, !t sometimes 
nsibilities and makes explana- 
tions seem necessary.

It is feared ¢hinch bugs will do sert- 
ous damage to Illinois crops this year. 
This is another stumbling block in the 
farmer's way, with the late spring and 
a scarcity of help that will seriously 
handicap production. Farmers remem- 
ber how the cHinch bug feasted on the 
corn, wheat, and oats four or five years 
ago and destroyed more than $6,000,000 
worth of these three crops in seventeen 
counties of the state. 

The bugs have kept themselves 
tucked away along hedge fences, in 
bughy fence rows, and along the sunny 
banks of ditches, waiting for the green 
They are still tn winter 
quarters, and the wet weather has 
killed only a small percentage of them 


field entomologist of this state, who has 
been making a careful study of the 
chinch bug situation for several years. 

The heavy infestation of chinch bugs 
in Illinois is in the southern half of 
the state, coming as far north as Chris- 
tian and Shelby counties... 

Hard beating rains the last half of 
this month would prevent a great deal 
of the damage. The rainy weather has 
prevented the burning of flelds where 
the bugs were harboring during the 
winter, and many of the farmers in the 
heavily infested sections plan to raise 
crops on which chinch bugs will not 
feed. They are using pape, soy beans, 
and stock beets. 


't@ being tried out in that section. It 


proved worth while last summer. Some 
claim their sunflower fields yielded five 
times as much silage material as corn 
on a similar area. 

Farmers in Marion county have or- 


dered five tons of sunflower seed to 
| plant this year instead of corn. Farm- 
‘ers in all counties in the chinch bug 
infested section are raising the sun- 
flower to a considerable extent, and the 
acreage is expected to be increased. As 
the bugs also feed on grass, farmérs 
are resorting. to more legumes in that 
part of the state. 

Barriers of creosote, kerosene and 
salt, and dust are used to keep out the 
bugs. The creosote barrier is probably 
the most efficient means of catching 
the chinch bugs as they go from in- 
fested wheat patches into the corn 
fields.
